measures which have been delay ed in 
committee, is holding its first Satur­ 
day session. 
The senators are enjoy ­ 
ing their customary week-end resp ite 
from the engrossing labors of the ses 
eion. 
Provision for Indiana’s first p enal 
farm was made y esterday afternoon 
by the house way s and means com­ 
mittee and the senate finance commit 
tee. in joint session, when $14,000 was 
added to the sp ecific ap p rop riation for 
the Indiana state p rison to p rovide for 
two y ears’ rental of 2,000 acres adjoin­ 
ing the p rison grounds at Michigan 
City . 
With 
Rep resentative 
Van Horne 
casting the only vote against it, the 
Keegan anti-cocaine bill was p assed 
In the house, eighty -four members be­ 
ing recorded as favoring the measure. 
Fifteen members were absent when 
the roll call was taken. While the bill 
bears the name of Mr. Keegan, who 
has resigned, he p robably would have 
voted against it had he been p resent. 
After the bill had been amended on 
second reading a few day s ago, Kee­ 
gan sought to kill it by moving to strike 
out the enacting clause—just as he 
did Thursday when the house amend­ 
ed his bill calling for an eight-hour 
workday for women. 


Anti- Lo an S h a rk Bill Passed. 


Passage of the Hughes loan shark 
bill, fix ing the rate of interest to be 
charged on chattel mortgage loans at 
not more than 2 p er cent a month and 
allowing an 
insp ection 
fee 
of 
$3. 
brought an ex citing finish to the ses­ 
sion of the house of rep resentatives 
y esterday 
afternoon. 
The original 
vote on the hill was 43 to 38, not 
enough members voting for the meas­ 
ure to give it a constitutional majori­ 
ty . hut there was a stamp ede hi favor 
of the bill after the result was an­ 
no unced, bringing the final vote to 7 9 
and 22 against. 
Eleven other hills, including the 
county sup erintendents’ measure, Mi 
which Sp eaker Cook was p eculiarly 
interested, p assed the house, whil * 
the Ensle bill, to increase the salaries 
of county auditors, failed to p ass by r 
vote of 7 5 to 15. 
The Ensle bill p ro­ 
vides for two y ears' ex tension in the 
terms of the p resent county sup erin­ 
tendents of schools. 
Sp eaker Cook 
ap p ealed to the members to sup p ort 
the measure because of a “p ersonal 
interest" in its success. 
Several of 
the rep resentatives who had op enly 
declared their op p osition to the meas­ 
ure, believing that it rep resented a 
new' form of "salary grab." voted for 
the bill wiien it was made known to 
them that it was Sp eaker Cook’s "p et 
bill." 
Mr. Cook, who was formerly 
county sup erintendent of Marion coun­ 
ty , is said to have been p ledged to the 
bill since last December, when he at 
tended a secret meeting of the county 
sup erintendents’ 
state 
organization. 
At that time a legislative committee 
w'as formed and p lans were made for 
getting a bill through the legislature 


Fo r Vocational T ra in in g Schools. 


The senate p assed the vocational 
training school bill, introduced by Rep ­ 
resentative Stahl. 
The bill now goes 
to Governor Ralston for his ap p roval. 
An effort to amend the measure in 
one or two p articulars was made dur­ 
ing the discussion, but each amend 
ment was voted down. 
Senator Will 
R. Wood offered an amendment to 
strike out the p rovision for the a p 
p ointment of an advisory committee 
rep resenting local trades and indus­ 
tries, but this failed and the bill went 
through in the form in which it p assed 
the house on Feb, 6. The bill p rovides 
that any school city , town or township , 
through its board of trustees or school 
commissioners, may establish schools 
or dep artments for the teaching of in­ 
dustrial, agricultural and domestic sci­ 
ence. 
Other house measures p assed were: 
The bill p roviding that where a de­ 
ceased p erson leaves an estat% and 
p roof of heirship is lacking, the es­ 
tate shall go to the school fund: bill 
p roviding for the p ay ment of $10 a day 
to sp ecial judges; the bill p rohibiting 
the drinking of liquor on trains ex cep t 
in cafe cars. 
The general ap p rop ria­ 
tion bill, which p assed the house 
Thursday was referred immediately to 
the senate finance committee. 
A few 
minutes afterward the committee re­ 
p orted the bill back, recommending it 
for p assage in its original form.

were p resent. 
Sp eeches were deliv­ 
ered by Senators Root of New York. 
Martin of Virginia, Gal linger of New' 
Hamp shire, 
Thornton of Louisiana. 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Kern of In­ 
diana. LaFollette of Wisconsin, Wil­ 
liams of Mississip p i. Curtis of Kansas. 
Cummins of Iowa, Oliver of Pennsy l­ 
vania and O’Gonnan of New York. 
Sp eaker Clark and President Taft also 
sp oke. 
The members of the late vice p resi­ 
dent’s family attended the ex ercises, a s 
did many of his friends in New York. 
President Elect Wilson and ex -Presi- 
dent Roosevelt were invited, but were 
not p resent.

PLAN INVISIBLE AEROPLANES. 


U. S. W a r Department to H ave M a ­ 
chines of Transparent Material. 
A newly discovered material for the 
manufacture of aerop lanes—a material 
transp arent and that makes p art of a 
machine invisible in flight—is being 
used in the construction of war aero­ 
p lanes for the United States army . 
Major Edgar Russell of the aero­ 
nautic division of the war dep artment 
said recently ; 
‘‘We are ex p erimenting with a semi­ 
transp arent material to be used as 
p arts of the wings and understructure 
of the fly ing machine. 
One object of 
that Is to give the op erator of the ma­ 
chine a better vision of things below 
The material is not celluloid, but cellu 
loid enters into its comp osition.” 
This new material Is a liquid. 
It is 
lighter p er square foot than canvas 
and is noncombustible. 
It is admitted 
that the occup ant of the machine and 
its frame will be alway s visible, but 
the ex p erts contend that the wings can 
be made invisible at 1,000 feet.

signed. Th e resignation of th e m inister 
of th e interior, Rafael Hernandez, im­ 
mediately followed. 
Francisco De La Barra, th e peace 
m aker of th e republic, is to be cre­ 
ated provisional president with th e 
consent of General Felix Diaz, leader } 
of th e latest revolution. 
Senor De La 
B arra was th e h ead of th e temporary 
governm ent after th e banish m ent of 
Porfirio Diaz. 
Th e news of th e resignations of Ma­ 
dero and Hernandez was given out at j 
th e British legation. 
De La Barra 
h ad taken refuge at th e legation on 
T h ursday after Madero angrily spurn- j 
cd h is offer to mediate. 
Th e news given out at th e British 
legation was followed by an energetic 
denial issued by Madero’s secretary . 
At th e national palace it was admitted 
th a t Hernandez h ad resigned, but th e 
president h imself, in an interview with 
y our correspondent, said th at h e would 
die before h e would give up h is post. 
In th e m eantim e Senor De La Barra 
and th e cabinet were conferring be­ 
h ind locked doors in th e national pal- 
ace, and troops were on guard outside 
with fix ed bay onets. 
On h is way to I 
th e meeting De La Barra made a brief 
address 
assuring 
th e 
citizens 
wh o 
crowded around th at an early settle­ 
m ent was assured. 
General Diaz is 
resting on h is guns, content, ap p a rent-' 
ly satisfied with h is success, and is 
aw aiting th e outcome of negotiations. 
It is taken as a fact th at th e British 
minister, 
Francis W. Stronge, used 
h is influence to end th e civil war. Th e 
e nvoy of England h ad spoken h is mind | 
plainly to Madero and to Lescurain, 
th e foreign minister, on several oc­ 
casions. 
It is said th at th e British 
m inister used h is strongest possible I 
argum ents to induce Madero to resign 
from an impossible position, and th at 
th e legation insisted on De La Barra 
as provisional president.

Despite th e optimistic attitude fif j 
th e government up to nigh tfall, it h ad 
become certain th at Madero would h e 
obliged to retire. 
Verified 
re p orts ; 
from Pueblo, th e second city of Mex ­ 
ico, from th e north and from many 
large towns, made it certain th at th e 
entire country was going over to th e 
revolution. 
Persons 
arriving 
h ere 
from Pueblo reported th at Col. Luis 
G. Pradillo. one of th e ablest and most 
influential officers of th e federal army , 
declared for Diaz on Th ursday and 
took possession of th e city with out 
a sh ot being fired. 
Pradillo’s eigh t 
h undred soldiers and 
th e 
populace 
ch eered Diaz’s name. 
Th rough out 
th e 
state 
of 
Pueblo 
th ere was a peaceable revolt, th e gar­ 
risons 
seconding 
Colonel 
Pradillo’s 
action enth usiastically . 
Th e populace 
acclaimed Colonel Pradillo and select­ 
ed h im as military governor. 
Pradillo 
w ith 4,000 troops is maintaining order. 
In the prov inces Madero’s cause was 
lost after the second or third day of 
his repulses by Diaz. 
Federal com­ 
manders who bad started to reinforce 
j 
the gov ernment troops here, halted to 
await dev elopments. 
Such command­ 
ers as threw in their lot with Madero 
and came to the capital were unable 
to make their troops fight against 
Diaz. 
These reinforcem ents w'ere im­ 
potent. 
Hundreds deserted to Diaz's 
standard. 
Hundreds more refused to 
fight. 
Much of the truth was disclosed last 
¡night after the president's resignation. 
The backbone of the gov ernment was 
General Huerta and 2.000 of his troops. 
These hav e been decimated by the 
terrible accuracy of Diaz’s artillery ­ 
men and machine guns. 
The gov ern­ 
ment soldiers came to the point where 
they realized th at th ey h ad nothing to 
ex pect but death . 
Madero’s most loy al generals, Huer­ 
ta and Angeles, particularly h ad been 
adv ising a compromise, but 
had been 
s lenced by th e implacable h atred oi

Peace, alth ough it may be tempo­ 
rary only , h as come in time perh aps to 
save th e capital from th e h orrors of 
famine 
and 
pestilence. 
Conditions 
are appalling. 
Th e main part of th e 
capital is in ruins and $20.000,000 will 
h ardly cover th e damage to property . 
At least 1,500 soldiers and citizens 
h ave been killed and th e wounded 
num ber twice as many . 
Before term s were reported last 
nigh t, Diaz, a victor all along th e line, 
was undoubtedly preparing for an ad­ 
vance on th e national palace, wh ich h e 
h ad sh elled terrificiallv for th ree day s. 
After anoth er twelve h ours of figh ting 
h e h ad once more repulsed a final, des­ 
perate assault by H uerta’s troops, kill­ 
ing many , and h ad posted new bat­ 
teries nearer th e palace. 
Th e last resort of th e government, 
th e blowing up of several blocks of 
residences between th e palace and th e 
arsenal, h ad failed 
of 
its 
purpose. 
Diaz’s guns drove th e sappers and en­ 
gineers from th eir labors. 
Th e loss of life in Friday ’s*figh ting 
was h eavier th an on Th ursday . 
Rebel 
sh ells entered a convent to th e east of 
th e palace, killing several nuns and 
killing and wounding women and ch il­ 
dren. An American woman, th e moth ­ 
er of Harry Greenfield, an employ e of 
th e Mex ican Ligh t and Power com­ 
pany . was killed by a sh ell. 
Th e center of th e city was a waste 
place, deserted of th e i>eople, wh o 
sough t refuge in th e ch urch es and 
pray ed for peace. 
Th e 
Americans 
were safe in th e embassy and in 
h ouses in th e Colonia Roma.

Mex ico City , Feb. 15.—Beaten off at 
all points of attack on th e rebel posi­ 
tions, th e M aderistas received rein­ 
forcem ents with th e arrival of 7 00 
fresh troops commanded by General 
Blanq uet, from Toluca. 
Th e federals 
th en began blowing up buildings be­ 
tween th e San Juan m arket and th e 
arsenal to secure a range for direct 
fire on strongh olds, and after several 
h ours of q uiet, th e city once more was 
sh aken by th e fearful detonations of 
dy namite placed by th e federal sap­ 
pers under massive and solidly con­ 
structed buildings. 
To some ex tent, 
h owever, th e 
arrival 
of Blanq uet’s 
troops was offset by th e revolt of th e 
Tw entieth infantry regim ent and a 
large num ber of th e troopers wh o suc­ 
ceeded in reach ing th e Diaz lines. 
Th e 
federals 
concentrated 
th eir 
forces on two sides of th e arsenal and 
began a concerted attack. 
Th e rebels 
under th e personal leadersh ip of Gen­ 
eral Diaz, poured a with ering and de­ 
structive fire from mach ine guns into 
th e solid columns, causing great loss 
of life. 
Rebel fieldpieces on th e oth er side 
of th e arsenal renewed th eir bombard­ 
m ent of th e national palace and oth er 
federal positions. 
Th e din and roar 
of th e battle was noth ing sh ort of ap­ 
palling. 
Th is 
attack 
came 
almost 
with out warning to th ousands of non- 
com batants wh o were in th e streets, 
and th eir fligh t for places of safety 
was m arked by scenes of th e wildest 
panic. 
W omen and ch ildren were 
knocked down and trampled by th e 
fleeing crowds. 
The diplomatic corps had made al­ 
most constant appeals to Madero and 
to Diaz to suspend hostilities for long 
enough to permit of the entrance of 
food supplies and the remov al of bod­ 
ies from the streets. But neither com­ 
mander would consent to a prolonged 
armistice. 
Their fighting had come 
to resemble a combat of lunatics. 
There was nothing civ ilized nor hu­ 
manitarian in the warfare they or­ 
dered from day to day .

Feb. 15.—In W ash ing­ 
ton th e news th at Francisco Madero 
h as resigned th e presidency of Mex ­ 
ico and th at Francisco De La Barra is 
to be th e provisional president of Mex ­ 
ico pending anoth er election, was joy - | 
fully received and at once lifted a j 
great burden of anx iety from th e an ! 
th orities of th e government. 
Th e out­ 
come of th e Diaz revolution in Mex ico 
was almost too good to be true. 
It was pointed out, th ough , th at h ow­ 
ever desirable th e new arrangem ent j 
in Mex ico City may be as relief from 
th e intolerable state of affairs of th e 
last week, it cannot alter th e policy of 
th e United States with respect to 
Mex ico. 
Th e one great consideration, j 
as far as th e Wash ington auth orities 
are concerned, h as been and will con- j 
tinue to be th e preservation of Ameri­ 
can life and property in th at country . 
Th e provisional administration of De 
La Barra and th e government wh ich 
may succeed h im will be satisfactory 
to th e United States in ex actly th e 
same degree th at it succeeds in giving 
proper protection to American inter­ 
ests in Mex ico. 
Th e installation of De La Barra as 
provisional president of Mex ico is an­ 
ticipated with th e utmost optimism 
and strong belief th at it will mean : 
better th ings in Mex ico in th e near i 
future, to say noth ing of putting an 
end to th e frigh tful conflict wh ich h as 
gone on ever since Sunday . 
It is believed th e selection of De La 
B arra to resume th e task h e laid down 
wh en President Madero was inaugur­ 
ated is an outcome th at would h ave 
been th e result of th e triumph of eith ­ 
er Madero or Diaz.

27 degrees and 30 minutes south 
of the equator, 2.000 miles from South 
America and 1,400 miles from the near 
est land. Pitcairn island. 
The two facts that may prove the 
keys that will unlock the secrets of 
Easter island are the sailing of an ex 
pedition in an auxiliary schooner yacht , 
fitted out by the British museum as an j 
expedition of research and investiga- ! 
tiou in charge of W. Scores by Rout- j 
ledge and some late conclusions by j 
Professor W. F. Safford of the United j 
States department of agriculture, bot- j
